Sullivan  is  a graduate  from  the 
American  University  in  Washing- 
ton, D.C.  He  did  graduate  work  at 
Clark  University,  Mass.;  State 
Teachers  College,  Fitchburg, 
Mass.;  Boston  College,  and  George 
Washington  University.  He  holds 
the  master  of  education  degree. 

He  has  served  in  all  sections  of 
the  United  States,  as  well  as  out- 
side the  country  during  World  War 
II  on  confidential  assignment  since 
he  entered  the  FBI  as  a special 
agent  in  1941. 

In  1954,  Mr.  Sullivan  was  desig- 


nated as  inspector  and  was  named 
as  an  assistant  director  in  charge 
of  the  Domestic  Intelligence  Divi- 
sion in  1961. 

He  has  served  as  guest  lecturer 
at  the  Army  War  College,  Com- 
mand and  General  Staff  College, 
Naval  War  College,  U.S.  Military 
Academy  and  various  intelligence 
conferences  and  schools  of  the 
armed  services.
